“If Ald. Butler substantiates his charges 
all the aldermen who are shown to have been 
actuated by corrupt motives must be prose- 
cuted to the limit. 

“If he does not make good he must be 
expelled from the council as a malicious 
slanderer. In either case, the state's attor- 
ney must take Ald. Butler before the grand 
Jury. 

“I do not wish to take part in any further 
public discussion of Ald. Butler's charges,” 
said Chairman Foreman of the local trans- 
portation committee, but there are a few 
points in the general question of the L ex- 
tension ordinance that should beexplained. — 

In the first place, there is the allegation 
that the city would forfeit a penalty of 
$87,500 by passing the ordinance at this time. 
From a legal standpd@nt I doubt much if we 
could collect this penalty from the North- 
western company. It would offer as defense 
the fact that it hae been trying for over a 
year and a half to get an ordinance from 
the city, and I believe that the courts would 
hold this a valid excuse. Furthermore, our 
object is not to collect money from the com- 
pany, but to give to the extreme northwest 
part of Chicago a way of getting downtown 
for 5 cents.

“Are you Mary Heide?” he questioned, 
according to the young woman. 

“When I said Tes, he struck at me and 
grabbed me by the hair without saying a 
word.,“ declared the victim. 

As he grasped me by the hair t attempted 
to scream, but at the same time he dashed 
the acid in my face. The pain was intense 
and I could see nothing, but I heard him run 
down the alley.” 

Miss Heide attracted her brother by her 
screams of pain and was carried into the 


house. 
Tells of Quarrel; Denies It. 

In her statements to the police the young 
woman is said to have mentioned John 
Bader, a clerk residing at 5825 Princeton 
avenue, as an admirer with whom she had 
quarreied.

Union of Government Employees. 
There is. no objection to employés of the 
government forming or belonging to unions;

City of Washington Should Be a 


Model for the Government of 


Large Centers of Population. 


The president devotes much space at this point 
to a discussion of municipal problems and how to 
meet them.

in the management of a city. He discusses the 


evils of overcrowding, the death that lurks in 
the slums, the advantage of schools, playgrounds, 
and juvenile courts. He advocates severe laws 
againat child labor and for factory inspection, says 
it's the prime duty of the man to be a bread winner 


and the woman a mother, and closes with urging 
some form of corporal punishment for the wife 
beater. 


Work for the Farmers 
Done by the Nation. 

Department of Agriculture Has Ad- 


ded to the Wealth of the Coun- 
tr Resources and Commerce. 


The department of agriculture has grown 
into an educational institution with a faculty 
of 2,000 specialists making research into all 
the sciences of production. The congress ap- 
propriates, directly and indirectly, $6,000,000 
annually to carry on this work. It reaches 
every state and territory in the union, and 
the islands of the sea lately come under our 
flag. Cosperation is had with the state ex- 
periment stations and with many other in- 
stitutions and individuals. The world is 
carefully searched formew varieties of grains, 
fruits, grasses, vegetables, trees, and shrt.bs 
suitable to various localities in our country, 
and marked benefit to our »roducers has re-

Phe activities of our age in lines of re- 
search have reached the tillers of the ‘soil, 
and inspired them with ambition to know 
more of the principles that govern the forces

In most lines of human activity college 
trained men are the leaders. The farmer 
had no opportunity for special training until

ago. During these years progress has been 
made, and teachers have been prepared. 
Over 5,000 students are in attendance at our 


state agricultural colleges. The federal gov- 


ernment expends $10,000,000 annually toward 
this education and for research in Washing- 
ton and in the several states and territories. 
The department of agriculture has given 
facilities for post-graduate work to 500 young 
men during the last seven years, preparing 
them for advanced lines of work in the de- 
partment and in the state institutions. 


The president quotes figures to show the growth ) 


‘of America’s export trade in meats and grain. 
The United States sells $250,000,000 worth of an- 
mals and products abroad every yéar and $600,- 
000,000 in grains and their products. Seven years 
ago the United States bought three-fourths of the 
rice it ate. Now it raises all it needs and is export- 
ing a surplus. Much has been accomplished by 
the department of agriculture in importing new va- 
rieties of fruits, such as figs from Turkey, almonds 
from Spam, dates from Algeria, and mangoes from 
India. The department is studying methods of 
preservation, refrigeration, packing, and shipping: 
it is fighting the boll weevil, analyzing soils, and 
studying insect enemies to plant life. The enemy of 
the San José scale was found near the great wall in 
China. A parasitic fly from South Africa is fight- 
ing black scale in the orange groves. A particu- 
larly strenuous ant found in Guatemala is exter- 
minating the boll weevil. These things are quoted 
as illustrating the wide range of work accom- 
plished by the department of agriculture. 


Reclaiming Arid Lands; 
Saving Nation's Forests. 


Rapid Progress Being Made bo the 
Government on Great Irrigation 
Works in the West. 


During the two and a half years that have 
elapsed since the passage of the reclamation 
act rapid progress has been made in the 
surveys and examinations of the opportuni- 
ties for reclamation in the thirteen states 
and three territories of the arid west. Con- 
struction has already been begun on the 
largest and most important of the irrigation 
works, and plane are being completed for 
works which will utilize the funds now avail- 
able. The operations are being carried on 
by the reclamation service, a corps of engi- 
neers selected through competitive civil serv- 
ice examinations. This corps includes expe- 
rienced consulting and constructing engi- 
neers, as well as various experts in mechan- 
ical and legal matters, and is composed 
largely of men who have spent most of their 
lives in practical affairs connected with irri- 
gation. 

The larger problems have been solved, and 
it now remains to execute with care, econo- 
my, and thoroughness the work which has 
been laid out. All important details are be- 
ing carefully considered by boards of con- 
sulting engineers, selected for their thor- 
ough knowledge and practical experience.

to revenue and expenditure continue satis- 
factory. The increase of revenue during the 
year was $9,358,181.10, or 6.9 per cent, the 
total receipts amounting to $143,382,624.34. 
The expenditures were $152,362,116.70, an 
increase of about 9 per cent over the previous 
year, being thus $8,970,402.86 in excess’ of 
the current revenue, 

Included in these expenditures was a total 
appropriaton of $12,966,637.35 for the con- 
tinuation and extension of the rural free de- 
livery service, which was an increase of 
$4,002,287.85 over the amount expended for 
this purpose in the preceding fiscal year. 
Large as this expenditure has been, the 
beneficent results attained in extending the 
free distribution of mails to the residents of 
rural districts have justified the wisdom of 
the outlay. 

Statistics brought down to the ist of Oc- 
tober, 1004, show that on that date there 
were 27,138 rural routes established, serv- 
ing approximately 12,000,000 of people in rural 
districts remote from postoffices, arid that 
there were pending at that time 3,850 peti- 
tions for the establishment of new rural 
routes. 

Unqestionably some part of the general 
increase in receipts is due to the increased 
postal facilities which the rural service has 
afforded. The revenues have also been aided 
greatly by amendments in the classification 
of mail matter, and the curtailment of 
abuses of the second class mailing privilege. 
The average increase in the volume of mail 
matter for the period begining with 1902 and 
ending June, 1905 (that portion for 1905 be- 
ing estimated), is 40.47 per cent, as com- 
pared with 25.46 per cent for the period im- 
mediately preceding, and 15.92 for the four 
year period immeédately preceding that. 


Printing Bills Too High.

altogether too many of these publications 
are printed. There is a constant tendency to 
increase their number and their volume. It 
is an understatement to say that no appre- 
ciable harm would be caused by, and substan- 
tial benefit. would accrue from, decreasing 
the amount of printing now done by at least 
one-half. Probably the great majority of 
the government reports and the like now 
printed are never read at all, and further- 
more the printing of much of the material 
contained in many of the remaining ones

Need of Better Currency.

It is not true that the United States feels 
any land hunger or entertains any projects 
as regards the other nations of the western 
hemisphere save such as are for their welfare.

Any country whose people con- 
duct themselves well can count upon our 
hearty friendship. If a nation shows. that it 
knows how to act with reasonable efficiency 
and decency in social and political matters, 
if it keeps order and pays its obligations, it 
need fear no interference from the United 
States. 

Our interests and those of our southern 
neighbors are in reality identical. They have 
great natural riches, and if within their 
borders the reign of law and justice obtains, 
prosperity is sure to come to them. While 
they thus obey the primary. laws of civilized 
society they may rest assured that they will 
be treated by us in a spirit of cordial and help- 
ful. sympathy. 

We would interfere with them only in the 
last resort, and then only if it became evident 
that their inability or unwillingness to do 
justice at home and abroad had violated the 
rights of the United States or had invited 
foreign aggression to the detriment of the 
entire body of American nations. 

In asserting the Monroe doctrine, in taking

concerning which nothing hag ever oe 
known by the police, 

At the time ot the F of t- 
nople by the Turke in 1458, the throne of 
what was then known as the Byzantine em- 
pire was’ occupied by the Palaeologo dy- 
nasty. Emperor Co tine himself wae 
killed at the storming of city, while some 
members of his family are said to have es- 
caped and to have found refuge in western 
Durope. But it was generally believed that 
they all became extinct shortly afterwards, 
This impression prevailed until some years 
ago, when this Mrs. Edmund Wickham sud- 
denly put forth a claini to the effect that 
she was the lineal descendant and principal 
heiress of the Palaeologo family. She ac- 
cumulated an immense amount of * docu- 
mentary evidence from English parish regis- 
ters, from the British museum, from the 
Royal College of Heralds, and from the Na- 
tional library at Paris, all of which tended 


side from a certain Theodore Palaeologo, 
who lies buried in the old parish church of 
Landulph of Cornwall. This Theodore Pa- 
laeologo claimed to be the great-great-great- 
grandson of Thomas, an alleged second and 
younger brother of Constantine VIII., the 


For a long time sive. Wickham’s preten- 
sions were derided. But suddenly, at a mo- 
ment when the relations between St. Peters- 
burg and Athens were exceedingly strained, 
she was invited to submit the documentary 
evidence which she had gathered together 
concerning her lineage to the holy synod at 
St. Petersburg, This supreme tribunal of 
thé Muscovite church, which is composed of 
the leading patriarchs and metropoiitans of 
the orthodox rite, eventually issued a de- 
cision by which it formally recognized the 
pretensions of Mrs. Wickham to be a de- 
scendant im the female line of the last but 
one of the Byzantine emperors of Constanti- 
nople, and in the letter addressed to her, 
styled her “her imperial highness the Princess 
Bugénie Palaeologo,“ while her son, young 
Wickham, was described In the same missive 
as the future protector of the glorious 
N tions ot the orthodox Byzantine em- 
p re.. 

The Russian government, however, had 
nothing to do with this extraordinary docu- 
ment, and neither Mrs. Wickham nor her 
offspring are on the visiting list of the Rus“ 
sian embassy in London, while it is needless 
to add that neither their princely title nor 
their Byzantine 
at the Muscovite embassy in England or 
by any of the European courts. Indeed, it 
is: difficult to ascribe the extraordinary ac- 
tion of the holy synod at St. Petersburg in 
the matter to anything else than a desire to 
make the royal house of Greece feel uncom- 
fortable by showing to King George and to 


a candidate not only for the throne of Greece 
but also for that of the sultan in the event 
of the Turks being driven out of Europe.

Everybody t# aware in Russia of the hope 
entertained at Athens that Greece is des- 
tined to inherit Constantinople and the reign- 
ing house of Greece to rule on the shores of 
the Bosporus. This would not suit Rus- 
as plans or projects, as she fears ‘she 
would not be able to control a powerful 
Greece or to keep the latter subservient to 
her will if Greece had possession of Con- 
stantinople. In one word, the holy synod, 
which is imbued with pan-Slav ideas of the 
most pronounced type, evidently wished, in 
recognizing Mrs. Wickham as a descendant 
of the ByzAntine imperial house of Palaeo- 
logo, to hold her in reserve as a card to play 
against the Hellenic Crown Prince Constan- 
tine's pretensions to a Greek throne at Con- 
stantinople.

Suits were begun yesterday against the 
Inter Ocean Newspaper company and former 
County Treasurer Samuel B. Raymond, by 
order of the county board, to recover $5,420, 
said to be due as overpayments for printing 
the delinquent tax list during Mr. Raymond's 
term of office.
